Ths secretary of the Royal So­ 
ciety of London, Dr. J. H. Jeans, 
says “a star is in effect but a 
huge X-ray apparatus.”

lieves the Interior of a star is 
hotter and heavier than the ex­ 
terior. 
According to his theory, 
heat in the stars Is produced 
In

manner: 
“Throughout a star’s Interior, 
electrons and protons must at 
intervals fall Into one another 
and mutually destroy one an­ 
other, the energy of their fall 
being set free as radiation. Each 
proton or atom, as It Is anni­ 
hilated, makes a splash of radi­ 
ant energy which passes through 
the star until, after innumerable 
absorptions and re-emissions, it 
reaches the star’s surface and 
wanders off Into space.”

corn-belt and eastern markets were 4 
psr cent smaller during the first four 
months of this year than during the 
same period last year. 
There was a 
considerably larger decrease at some 
of the markets, particularly those re­ 
ceiving a high proportion of fed cat­ 
tle.

During each of the past five years 
production! for the first four mouths 
exceeded that for the same period a 
year previous, but this year proved 
to be an exception.

tion as related to tax paying capacity

the Nation’s taxpayers combined”. 
One form of tax relief is suggested 
by the National Drainage Associa­ 
tion. 
This 
is the 
establishing 
by 
Congress of a revolving 
fund from 
which drainage boards can borrow' to 
meet 
their 
annual 
payments 
on 
drainage bonds and interest, deposit­ 
ing with the Treasury Department in 
refunding bonds of the drainage dis­ 
tricts 
without 
interest, and payable 
over a long period of years. 
The farm er on drained lands 
can 
scarcely meet his taxes 
and 
other 
fixed charges now. 
Thus, 
with 
the 
relatively low prices on 
farm 
pro 
ducts and consequent lack of profits. 
W'ill not only discourage land owmer 
ship and keep men from taking 
up 
farming, but it will cause 
many 
a 
small farm er to lose the land in which 
he has invested the savings of a life­ 
time. 
It is not good sense to let the pro­ 
ducers of raw' material for many of 
the factories and of the food 
which 
is needed by all, grow fewer in num­ 
ber and their output 
less, 
year 
by 
year, when the Congress can by leg­ 
islative act provide him with a meas- 
sure of prosperity. 
The farmer having seen infant in­ 
dustries made to grow 
and 
prosper 
by legislative act is asking, in 
this 
period 
of 
agricultural 
depression 
brought about largely, he believes, as 
a consequence 
of 
legislative 
acts, 
that hi* industry be given some 
of 
this elixir of life. 
There are around 100 million acres 
of swamp land in all the States, and 
of the 6,500,000 farms, 1,500,000 have 
drainage or are needing drainage so 
that an act such as we are asking for 
will help the farmers on 25 per cent 
of the farms in every State 
in 
the 
Nation.

Besel was requested to act as secre­ 
tary pro tern. 
An invitation had been extended to 
the descendants of Judge Cook 
ami 
of Major Lorimier 
and 
of 
Uriah 
Brock to be present on the occasion, 
as were also the Daughters 
of 
the 
American Revolution and the Sons of 
the American Revolution. 
Allen L. Oliver had prepared a pa 
per on the life and public service of 
Judge John I). Cook, but owing 
to 
his engagement in the Cape 
Girar­ 
deau Court of Common Pleas at that 
hour, he was unable to be present and 
read the paper. Mrs. C. A. Vandivort, 
a daughter of the Hon. Linus Sanford. 
W'ho was a practitioner in the courts 
of Judge Cook, was asked to read Mr. 
Oliver’s paper. 
Among other things, 
Mr. Oliver said: 
“We have come to 
this 
hallowed 
spot to do homage to a great 
and 
good man. 
Beneath this sod rests in 


peaceful solitude the mortal remains 
, of Judge John Dillard Cook. 
“Statesman, jurist, counsellor—he 
is the one man in Missouri of 
whom 
we know who voluntarily resigned the 
position of Supreme Judge 
of 
the 
State to accept the more humble 
one 
of Judge of the Circuit Court of this 
judicial circuit. 


“Born June 15, 1788, 
in 
Virginia 
and largely educated there, he

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
, 
One hundred and seven years ago ] 
¡his week, on October 17, 1820, 
the ■ 
first bill ever Vetoed by 
a 
Missouri 
governor was returned to the 
F irst ! 
General Assembly by Governor Alex- ] 
ander McNair. 
The bill in question was one 
en- . 
titled “ An act regulating the compen­ 
sation of members of 
the 
General 
Assembly”. 
It 
provided 
th at 
the 
members of the First General Assem­ 
bly “and all future general 
assem ­ 
blies” should receive $4 a day 
for 
heir services and should also be al­ 
lowed $3 for every twenty-five miles 
necessarily travelled 
to 
and 
from 
rhe assem blies. 
The act fixed 
the 
com pensation of the president of the 
Senate, the speaker of the House, and 
if the clerks of both branches of the 
General Assembly, at $6 
a day 
for 
ach while serving in their respective 
capacities, 
and 
allowed 
them 
the 
same rate of mileage as other mem- 
tiers. 
The assistant 
clerks 
of 
the 
wo houses and the doorkeepers were 
to receive $4 and $3 respectively. 
Governor M cNair refused 
to 
ap- 
>rove the bill when it was presented 
o him, giving at his reasons for w ith­ 
holding his signature that: 
“ In pur­ 
suance of th a t system 
of 
economy 
which the financial condition of the 
State requires, I have already deemed 
it expedient to recommend a reduc­ 
tion in the other branches of the pub­ 
lic expenditure. 
The allowance 
of 
the contem plated pay to members of 
the General Assembly, would seem to 
me inconsistent with, and a clear de­ 
parture from th a t system. 
“ If the bill was intended to operate 
on the present session only, though I 
might still think it objectionable, 
I 
m ight not think it so im peratively my 
duty to interpose my executive veto; 
but as it is intended to be a general 
law, and the commencement of a sys­ 
tem which m ight be drawn into dan­ 
gerous precedent, I cannot suppress 
my objections, particularly when 
I 
reflect that all experience shows it is 
much easier to increase than diminish 
■moh an allowance, when once estab- 
ished in the beginning 
” 
On October 19, however, the 
bill 
was passed over the executive 
veto, 
having been reconsidered and 
again 
approved by m ajorities of both hous­ 
es of the legislature, as required by 
Article IV, Section 10 of the Consti­ 
tution. 
It appears from exam ination of the 
messages of the governors th at the 
veto power of the executive was less 
frequently resorted to during the first 
45 or 50 years 
of M issouri’s state­ 
hood than during the latte r years of 
the commonwealth. 
From 1820 to 
1865, there were only 71 bills vetoed 
by Missouri governors, as against 204 
for the period from 1865 to 1910—an 
increase largely doe, of course, to the 
growth in population, industry 
and 
wealth, and the greater complexity of 
the problems* involved 
in 
providing 
adequate legislation for the modern 
commonwealth.

"Throughout a star’* Interior, 
electrons and protons must at 
Intervals fall Into one another 
and mutually destroy one an­ 
other, the energy of their fall 
being set free as radiation. Each 
proton or atom, as It Is anni­ 
hilated, makes a splash of radi­ 
ant energy which passes through 
the star until, after Innumerable 
absorptions and re-emlsslons, It 
reaches the star’s surface and 
wanders off Into space." 
The tun has a temperature of 
only about fl.900 degrees at Its 
anrfare. 
This tamperature can

How does the skyrocket go up and 
scatter its stars?

Beef cattle this season have sold 
tha highest for the season since 1920 
when prices were on a high level be­ 
cause of war Inflation, according to a 
review of the spring cattle market le­ 
aned by the burtntu of agricultural 
economics, United States Department 
of Agriculture.

vance,

over last year and tho five-year aver­ 
age ranging from 12 to 27 per cent 
The

price level for the better grades of 
fed steers la unusual for this season 
of the year, says tha bureau, and la 
attributed partly to the fact that re­ 
ceipts of all cattle at the principal 
corn-belt and eastern markets were 4 
per cent smaller during the first four 
months of this year than during the 
earn# period last year. There was a 
considerably larger decrease at some 
of the markets, particularly those re­ 
ceiving a high proportion of fed cat­ 
tle. The premium for weight also has 
been a factor In raising the average 
price for the better grades of fed 
steers. 
Slaughtering Wat Leas. 
During each of the past five years 
production for the tlrst four mouths 
exceeded that for the same period a 
year previous, but this year proved 
to bo an exception. Beef produced 
from cattle slaughtered under federal 
Inspection during the first four months 
’of this year was 3 per cent less than 
was produced In the same period of 
1026. Most of the decrease occurred 
In March and Apr il. 
The live cost of 
these cattle to slaughterers for the 
four months averaged $8.08 against 
$7.49 in 1920, an advance of 8 per 
cent over last year, or 14 per cent 
over the five-year average. The long­ 
time trend In cuttle slaughter hus 
been upward, especially the number 
of head slaughtered under federal In­ 
spection and the quantity of beef

— is very often forgotten, and visions of extra money fade away like smoke. 
A recent postal fraud order against a home-work concern leasing a weav­ 
ing outfit for $7.50 a year, showed the actual cost of the outfit to be less 
than 48c. The company said they would buy scarfs made on the device at 
50c each and promised “handsome earnings”. The average worker earn­ 
ed a total of only 261 » cents as against the rental of the outfit—$7.50.
